$237,435 Invested in Equip- 
ment Within Province— 
$749,076 Sales Made 


Fisheries production in Al- 
berta during 1926 totalled $749,- 
076 as compared with $458,504 in 

925, according to figures releas- 
ed Monday by R. T. Rodd, in- 
spector of fisheries. This figure 
is the largest registered since 
1922, figures for the years 1922 
to 1924, inclusive, being: 1922, 
$331,239; 1923, 438,787; 1924, 


$339,107, 

The value of capital equipment of 
Alberta Fisheries during 1926 
amounted to $237,435. 

Taking the fisheries of the three 
prairie provinces, the 1926 produc- 
tion shows an increase of over $1,- 
000,000 over 1925. The total value 
was $3,522,167 as compared With $2,- 
420,325 in 1925. 

The marketable value of fish 
caught in Manitoba waters was 
$2,328,803 as compared wtih $1,466,- 
989 in 1926, while Saskatchewan 
waters yielded $444,285 as compared 
to $494,882. 

Mostly Whitefish 

The principal kinds of fish for the 
three provinces am a whole were: 
whitefish, valued at $1,296,343; pic- 
kersl, valued at $1,042,808; tullibee, 
$520,070; aud pike, $286,590. 

There was an increase of 9 per 
cent in the whitefish catch éompar- 
ed with the preceding year; of 71 
per cent in the pickerel catch; of 70 
per cent in tullibee, ang 48 per cent 
in pike. The values of a four 
kinds amoun: to $8,1 rods eg or 89 
per cent of the total of 
production of the three provinces. 

Prices averaged about the same 
for the two years. 

Tota! value of fisheries parapher- 
nalia in the three provinces was $1,- 
303,481, an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of $214,516. The num- 
ber of men engaged was 5,885, com- 
Pared with 6,098 in 1925.

Aged Man Wanders Away 
From Home and Dies 
Of Exhaustion 


After a district-wide search 


of Robert Richard Bradshaw, 
aged farmer of Cummings, Alta., 
was found on Thursday last by a 
party of sixty beaters and ten 
mounted searchers, led by Corp. 
Moser, of the Wainwright de- 
tachment of the A. P. P., accord- 
ing to advices received by In- 
spector J. S. Piper today. 

The dead man, who occupies a 
shack with his son Charles, suffered 
a stroke a year ago. Since that time 
he had acted queerly on occasions, 
wandering away into the bush, ac- 
companied by his dog. On Wednes- 
day morning Chas. Bradshaw awak- 
ened to find his father missing from 
his bed, and immediately instituted 
a search. Neighbors were informed 
and a searclt party organized. When 
the dog returned later in the day. it 
Was feared that the old man had 
perished from exhaustion and the 
police were notified.
